Mr. Kennedy Looks A bout Him 


President Kennedy chose the mid-point 


of his presidential term to review the suc- 
cesses and failures of his administration 
and after a lengthy discussion, guided 
somewhat by questions from newspaper 
reporters, he came to the conclusion that 
the people of the United States ought to 
be rather pleased with themselves this 
Christmastime. 


He pointed out that this nation of 180 


million people, which is only s;x per cent 
of the world population, n.-.s criticized it- 
self and ha-s been crituired around the 
world for almost 20 years, hut still, he said, 
it has been the. mean? of defending "first, 
the wnnri against the \?.xi threat, and since 
then against the Com'munist t h r e a t , and if 
it y/er- n^t for us, the Communists would 
be dominant in the world today and be- 
cause <">f u;. we are in a strong po?i;ion." 


The President offered somp criticism of 


himself prior to his successful campaign 
for the presidency. He said that the job is 
more d i f f i c u l t than he had imagined. There 
were greater responsibilities in the United 
S'5'es than he had expected and further 
there were greater limitations upon our 
ability to bring about a favorable result 
than he had imagined. He believes that 
such surprises have c^me to a!! men elect- 
ed to the 
presidency because 
he 
said. 


"There is such a difference between those 
who advise or speak or legislate, and the 
man who must select from the various al- 
ternatives proposed and say that this shall 
be the policy of the United States. It is 
much easier to make the speeches than it 
is to finally make the judgments, because 
unfortunately the advisers are frequently- 
divided. To take the wrong course, and on 
occasion I have, the President bears the 
burden of the responsibility quite rightly, 
Advisers may move on to new advice.'' 


Anyone who has the privilege of watch- 


ing presidential and 
lesser campaigns 


knows full well that candidates frequently 
make promises and propose undertakings 
which after election must be put aside or 
forgotten because such projects and prom- 
ises are not only impractical but could be 
damaging. The classic example of course 
is the first campaign of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. He proclaimed that taxes were paid 
out of the sweat from the brow of the la- 


boring man and that he would reduce ex- 
penditures and reduce taxes. He actually 
made an attempt in that direction after 
election but soon found that not al! taxes 
came from the sweat of the laboring man 
and that some government spending tend- 
ed to ease the burden of the worker. This 
discovery brought about a change which 
sent taxes skyrocketing and government 
expenditures to points never before reach- 
ed by the United States. 


It is common enough for people to de- 


nniince successful candidates for failure to 
keep their promises. But on many occa- 
sinn? the wisest thing the elected official 
can do I? to renege on such promises. 


Nevertheless few officeholders like to 


admit mistakes. There is a fear of course 
th?.t in do =o will bring on the claim that 
"he was wrong that time and he can be 
wrong again." Nevertheless. President Ken- 
nedy freely admitted that he had made 
some errors before and after his election. 


The President also mentioned certain 


activities in which he said he had been 
risht. Everyone will not agree with him on 
these selections. Nevertheless most people 
will agree that he has made a very frank 
statement and that he is most unusual in 
having freely admitted errors. 


There is a lesson for everyone in the 


President's words. Not only candidates for 
office make errors when they are criticis- 
ing the incumbent. \Ve all make such er- 
rors when we freely and carelessly charge 
the President and his advisers with im- 
proper conduct, of public affairs. It is in- 
deed easier to make speeches about what 
should be done than it is to perform the 
act ourselves. But as the President pointed , 
out. very often the administration cannot 
do what it would like to do because it is 
often a matter of getting our friends and 
allies to go along with us when in fact they 
may have important interests which call 
for other action. 


Thus it is one thing to seek the adop- 


tion of a new law or the repeal of an old 
one even though such action is contrary to 
the wishes of the President, and quite an- 
other thing to denounce the President and 
his administration as a stooge of Commun- 
ists merely because his actions do not suit 
us.

lina who adopted all nine children or- 
phaned a year ago in a highway crash 
brings a welcome glow as the Christmas 
season approaches. 


Somehow the Russian nuciear threat, 


the Berlin Waif, fhe fence near Guan- 
tanamo. recriminations over Sundav clos- 


ings, dispute; on taxes and all the tales of 
man's crass inhumanity to man fade into 
the background. 


Perhaps we should watch more for 


news like this. It once more makes us" 
happy and even a little proud to be mem- 
bers of the human race and share in .this 
act of kindness.

into prominence with the news that the 
United States will supply more equipment 
to the United Nations forces trying to 
keep peace and bring order to that divided 
nation. But the, Congo has been simmer- 
ing at a slow boil all these months and 
so far we don't know whether the time has 
increased the chances for settlement or 
merely set the opposing lines more firmly.

We devoutly hope the team has 
also been instructed to delve just a bit 
into the whys of the needs. Is there an 
unannounced Russian threat to profit by

It is true of Italy 
where the elections next spring 
will have great significance for 
the question, which is a Euro- 
pean question, of whether Chris- 
tian Democrats and Democratic 
Socialists can together form a 
stable government. 


As for France, the elections 


have already taken place, and 
there is no dispute about the po- 
sition of Gen. de Gaulle for the 
next few years. Nevertheless, 
the French future is not at all 
clearly defined. 
For 
Gen. de 


Gaulle is leading a constitutional 
revolution which has no clear 
program and his government de- 
pends on him personally, not nn 
a popular mandate. The Gaul- 
list movement is one of the great 
fr.cts of life all over Western 
Europe. But because It is essen- 
tially a revolution against the 
conception of representative de- 
mocracy, it is as yet an incal- 
culable force.

With the exception of Gaullist 


France, the principal-European

The Common Market is tn the 


new European Community what 
Alexander Hamilton's f i s c a l 
measures were to the new Amer- 
ican republic. It provides the 
material bonds on which the po- 
litical structure is being built. 
In fact, the Common Market was 
brought about by the carefully 
arranged marriage of F r e n c h 
agriculture and German indus- 
try. This embryonic nucleus has 
been enlarged by a series of 
difficult compromises among the 
six member governments. 


One of the controlling elements 


of the situation just now is that 
in this limited "Europe" which 
the six are making, the hones 
are not yet hardened, as Presi- 
dent Hallstcin has said. That is 
w h y t h e B r i t i s h application, 
w h i c h would have been wel- 
comed in 1958. is not felt to 
have been made some four or 
five years loo early. The appli- 
cation is looked upon privately 
not as an accession of strength 
to the Community hut as a dis- 
turbance to its development.

think of themselves as the real 
Europeans, and they are beset 
by the belief that the British 
purpose is not (o become part of 
their new Europe but to share a 
rich market and also to gain a 
political foothold in order to take 
a leading part in .the interna- 
tional policies of the continent. 

I think, a c o r r e c t 
description of the feeling inside

But however inconvenient the 


timing of the-British application. 
the continent must deal with it 
now.

The outward and visible sign 


of these less obvious forces is 
that even those who would like 
to stop Britain's entry never say 
so. The policy of the continentals 
who are opposed is to insist on 
the unconditional'acceptance of 
the Treaty of Rome (the legal 
charter of the Common Market) 
and of the agreements already 
made under it by the six conti- 
nental members. They reject the 
idea that someone wishing to 
join a "club" ( ! ) should nego- 
tiate the terms and conditions 
of his membership.

Why. we may ask, do (hose
